Ivan's Town Still Is Terrible 


So in September the 339th Infantry, 


a battalion of engineers, a field hos- 
pital unit and an ambulance com- 
pany under Lieut CoL George E. 
Stewart piled off British transport 
at Archangel. That town had been 
founded by Ivan the Terrible, and to 
the American boys it still looked ter- 
rible. 


They were installed in ratty old bar- 


racks abandoned by the Bolsheviks, 
and turned over to Brig. Gen. F. 
C. Poole, conftnander of the British 
troops already occupying the town. 


About 700 special railway troops 


were also sent to Murmansk the fol- 
lowing April, to keep open the same 
southward rail line that the Finns have 
tried so desperately to cut during the 
present campaign. 


Meanwhile Trotsky had changed his 


mind about welcoming outside help, 
and decided to chase out the invaders. 
So the allied troops had the job of 
advancing in the teeth of Arctic win- 
ter down the railroad from Archangel 
some 500 miles to the Trans-Siberian 
railroad. 


There it was hoped they could jo'in 


with Czech troops who were rattling 
around .somewhere fin; the ..interior oi 
Sibera. Of course they were to beat 
Trotsky's Red Army on the way. 
Altogether there were about 12,000 
men to do it.
